SECTION  B.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority  : 

Medical.  One  whole-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  When  necessary,  we  consult  with  the  County 
M.O.H.,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  the  Dental  Surgeon. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector,  very  well  qualified  in  every  way.  He  also  acts  for  the  Aberayron  Urban  and 
Rural  Districts. 

One  whole-time  Surveyor,  who  is  also  very  well  up  in  his  work. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  are  made  use  of  when  necessary. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities  : None. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  : We  have  one  District  Nurse,  fully  and  very  well  qualified.  She  is  maintained  by 

the  New  Quay  Nursing  Association  under  the  County  Scheme.  There  is  no  Nurse  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  : None.  Expectant  mothers  are  visited,  examined  and  advised  or  treated 

by  their  own  Doctors  and  the  Nurse. 

Venereal  Diseases  are  treated,  under  the  County  Scheme,  at  Swansea. 

(e)  Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary  : None  in  the  Area. 


SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  Water  : Water  Supply  excellent.  It  was  analysed  during  the  year  and  again  found  perfect. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage  : The  new  scheme  is  working  well,  but  there  is  an  old  drain  discharging  on  to  the 
Beach  amongst  bathers,  It  is  a surface-water  drain,  but  during  very  heavy  rain,  crude  sewage  was 
discharged  from  it.  This  has  been  seen  to,  but  the  drain  should  be  diverted  to  discharge  behind  the  pier.

SECTION  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

а.  Milk  Supply  : Most  of  the  Milk  comes  in  from  outside  the  Area.  There  are  two  purveyors  of  milk  within  the 

Area,  and  six  from  outside. 

б.  Meat  and  other  Foods.  There  are  no  slaughter-houses  within  the  Area.  There  are  three  Meat  Shops  and  six 

Meat  retailing  Carts  come  into  the  Area,  and  these  are  duly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

c.  Adulteration,  etc.  : No  action  necessary. 

d.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food  : No  action  taken. 

e.  Nutrition  : The  County  M.O.H.,  who  is  a great  authority  on  the  subject,  has  been  giving  lectures. 

/.  Shell-Fish  (Molluscan)  : Hardly  any. 


SECTION  F.  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

1.  Six  cases  were  notified  — 3 of  Pneumonia;  1 of  Scarlet  Fever  ; 1 of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  ; 1 of  Erysipelas. 

When  it  was  brought  to  their  notice  the  Council  fell  in  with  the  suggestion  that  all  children,  from  one  year 
upwards,  should  be  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  with  great  keenness,  and  before  this  Report  is  read,  it  will 
have  been  done.  Particulars  will  be  noted  in  next  year’s  Report. 

There  were  rumours  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  about,  but  none  were  notified.  There  is  no  Isolation 
Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  in  the  area,  nor  is  there  one  in  the  County  where  we  may  send  cases.  This  is 
a blot  on  our  Health  Services,  and  now  that  we  have  a real  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  we  look  forward  to  having 
this  blot  removed. 

3.  Tuberculosis  : No  action  was  necessary  to  be  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1935,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

New  Cases  and  Mortality  during  1939  : 

One  case  was  notified,  a girl  aged  8 years.  One  case  died,  a woman  aged  72  years.  Both  Respiratory. 

Of  the  21  deaths  in  the  District  one  only  was  from  Tuberculosis. 

No  neglect  or  failure  to  notify  has  come  to  my  notice.
